The trustees promise not to increase 
the rate of taxation, but If the bonds 
are voted, they will not have tbe power 
to keep the promise, for tbe law will 
compel a sufficient levv to meet the 
principal and interest of the bonds, and 
besides they have no power to bind 
their successors who might oppose cur- 
tailing expenses by reducing teachers’ 
salaries. 

The trustees propose to tear down a 
building recently erected at a cost of 
about $5,000 and put in its stead one to 
cost $15,000. A South wing could be 
added to tbe present building amply 
sufficient to accommodate the children 
of this district and thereby save an 
immense sum of money in principal and 
interest for tbe taxpayers. 

The present tax rate Is $1 774 on a 
town man, and If the bonds are voted 
there Is a possibility and a probability 
of it being increased to $2 471, because, 
as we are informed, tbe town rate will 
have to be increased next year and If 
tbe bond are voted, tbe school rate as 
we have shown will have to be increas- 
ed also 

Will not this be an excessive rale on 
the widows aod orphans, dependent on 
tbeir slender incomes for support, a* 
well as jn the money borrower ? 

It Is urged that this district can be 
run on a 40 cent levv because tbe Lan- 
caster school is run on a levy of 25 eta. 
Tbe comparison Is not fair for the rea- 
son that the value of properly in tbe 
Lancaster district is >2*9,127 in excess 
of ours 

Tbe value of property In the Lancas- 
ter district Is $1,152,127, while ours Is 
onlv valued at $!Wi3,OCO.
